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This paper outlines part of original observations, 
which may be of use for ukrainian studies field. 
Information in paper is of concern to Poland and 
Turkey. Original material is published earlier in 
ukrainian language. 
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What rest of world does not under- 
stand about Ukraine 


When you think of decommunization status of 
Ukraine and its information policies, you should 
understand next key points: 


- it is sterile about Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions 

- it is sterile about Erdogan connections 
with eurasianist Doğu Perinçek 


These two observations will play pivot role here. 


Decommunization in Ukraine 


General discussion of communism is replaced 
with medievalism about hetmans, cossacs and ef- 
forts at Ukrainian People’s Republic around 1917. 
Terms “communism” and “communist” are totally 
replaced with “sovok” (from Soviet Union) and 
“vata” (from slang “vatnik”). Communism is most 
often equalized to stalinism, opposition to which 
was mastered by communists themselves almost 
immediately after Stalin’s death. 


Decommunization is narrowed to facade changes. 
Namely, street renamings and Lenin monuments 
removal, both of which still continue from 2014. 
Such moves were pioneered by then still very com- 
munist Romania, accented in 1964. [1] 


Stripping of WW2 veteran status from NKVD 
cadres was still being discussed in 2020. [2] 
This question closely resembles earlier message, 


pushed by Dugin’s eurasianist Dmitry Korchinskiy 
in 2008 during performance “Russians stand with 
UPA [Ukrainian Insurgent Army]’, which was com- 
mented with words “ukrainians fought NKVD and 
not reds”. [3] 


Rare confrontations with “true” communists are 
performed by Dugin’s eurasianist “nationalists” 
ike C14 with Eugene Karas and others alike. 





In 2021 Ukraine started campaign “I was born in 
Ukraine” (and not USSR), which pushes danger- 
ous messages. Within this campaign, for exam- 
ple, Michael MacKay called soviet sniper Lyud- 
mila Pavlichenko, which visited Roosevelt couple 
during WW2 in fundrising effort, “ukrainian”. [4] 
She was communist internationalist. That is not 
ukrainian. She studied communist history, then 
worked as Red Army propagandist. If you're not 
monkey, you'd see potential and consequences 
in rewriting core dramatic events in ukrainian his- 
tory, caused by communism and its allies. 


More obvious example happened in 2020. In April 
2020 ukrainian ambassador to Germany Andrii 
Melnik emphasized role of “6 millions of ukraini- 
ans in ranks of Red Army” and ukrainian minister 
of foreign affairs Dmitry Kuleba proposed monu- 
ment in Berlin to ukrainians, which died in WW2. 
At exactly same time there was wave in social net- 
works, emphasizing crimes of Red Army rapes of 
civilians. Vakhtang Kipiani, historian from Myko- 
laiv, commented on local bigboard, which depic- 





tured soviet soldier with german girl on hands, ac- 
centing on millions, raped by Red Army. It doesn’t 
take long to continue this information operation 
line to soviet rapes in Poland. [5] 


It’s hard to condemn nazism and communism and 
at the same time praise commiescum, but that is 
exactly what happening. 


What Ukraine doesn’t know about West 


Ukrainians possess idealistic notion of West, op- 
posing communism. How it didn’t is best de- 
scribed by case of Institute of Pacific Relations 
(IPR), which explains american relations with com- 
munist China. [6] 


IPR deeds were investigated in 1952 by McCarran 
Committee. They involved intimate cooperation 
with GRU, NKVD and highest soviet officials and 
strategists. It’s not a place to repeat committee 
findings, which were made publicly available in 
1952 report, but it is enough to tell that in less than 
20 years remains of IPR cadres were white-washed 
in Congress. Obviously none was convicted. 


What is of Ukraine’s prime interest is distance 
from common defense treaty of USA with what 
was left from Republic of China (mainly Formosa 
island) in 1954 to unilateral termination of USA- 
Taiwan defense treaty and intimate collaboration 
of PRC with USA in 1979. Also important are meth- 
ods of how in only 20 years public opinion in USA 
was shaped to accept transition. 


To make story short, Ukraine should imagine, 
that communists occupied ukrainian mainland 
and that sovereign ukrainian government was 
forced to exile to Crimea. In just 20 more years 
world would be told that mainland kolhoz is ac- 
tual Ukraine, that resulting communist kolhoz is 
traditional way of life and that this assessment 
would be funnelled to every american university 
and through government institutions. That is ba- 
sically what happened, when IPR cadres switched 
to primarily academic work and explained maoist 
China communism using medieval “traditionalism” 
terms. 


Whats also important to understand is major con- 
solidation of power in USA by group, responsi- 
ble for IPR activity and thus USA connection to 
PRC, regardless of Democratic or Republican rul- 
ing party denomination. Question of sino-soviet 
frictions is eclipsed by picture of american involve- 
ment into formation of communist China and sta- 
bility of their rapprochement. Communist cadres 


of USA government's involvement in formation 
of communist China, namely Harry Dexter White, 
chief architect of International Monetary Fund, is 
prime example of failure of long advertised ameri- 
can “checks & balances”. [7] Dean Acheson, main 
architect of NATO, who advised in 1947 help to 
Greece against communists, at the same time has 
done everything to block assistance to China. 


IPR is also the pivot case in understanding West's 
modern desire to “fight disinformation’, which will 
be mentioned later in this paper. This goal is 
getting much more questionable with simultane- 
ous condemnation of fascist and communist reg- 
iments in Ukraine and at the same time definite 
efforts to introduce PRC public connections into 
Ukraine with bloggers, schools, cultural events 
and so on, not even touching economy. These ef- 
forts are encouraged by both “pro-Western” politi- 
cians and eurasian “nationalists”. 


West will not go far describing Kolyma as recre- 
ation camp, as USA vice president concluded in 
1944, and defending Stalin as “agrarian reformer” 
to ukrainians, which is exactly what IPR has done 
to chinese. 


What ukrainians don’t know about 
Turkey 


Turkey steadily drifts from NATO. Question is mul- 
tifacet. [8] 


As it was mentioned, with consolidation of power 
behind IPR in USA, USA pursued catastrophic and 
treacherous strategy in Middle East, starting from 
Carter’s administration. There’s also a long, com- 
plex and inconsistent history of american involve- 
ment into turkish internal affairs. What's impor- 
tant is present deadlock of american foreign policy 
with support of kurds and armenians with threat 
to territorial integrity of NATO member Turkey. 


Deadlock in USA-Turkey cooperation poses dan- 
ger to NATO integrity. Split of NATO will let more 
granular communist alignments and potential re- 
formulation of former CENTO on communist rules, 
as already put with RSII alliance. [9] Shattered 


NATO may provoke european rebalance with yet 
another Dugin’s project - “Intermarium” (or “Aus- 
trveg’, or whatever form it takes). This is where 
ukrainian bloggers/opinion makers agree regard- 
less of their pro-Poroshenko or distinctive anti- 
Poroshenko position, advertising Intermarium as 
“possibly great idea’, without explaining its rela- 
tion to so called eurasianism and to NATO. 


What is of more subtle interest to Ukraine is Er- 
dogan’s connection to Dugin’s eurasianist Dogu 
Perinçek. Case of Perinçek is key in demonstration 
of fault of western propagandists, deceivly calling 
communists “traditionalists” or “nationalists”. It 
is normal for post-communist cattle to call top- 
notch communist cadres of self-democraticized 
kolhoz as nationalists, but it is inappropriate for 
other countries analysts. 


Aims of Erdogan’s AK party were clear from ruling 
of his policy predecessor Erbakan and from plenty 
of other analytic materials. Same year, when CIA 
analyst Graham Fuller blessed AKP in 2003 in 
his book “Future of Political Islam’, Turkey-Russia 
friendship center RUTAM was established, spread- 
ing propaganda by Dugin himself, which has led to 
Erdogan’s direct alignment with Dugin’s eurasian- 
ist Doğu Perinçek in 2014. 


Somewhere before 2000 turkish communist Attila 
Ilhan popularized figure of Mirsaid Sultan-Galiyev 
and layed grounds for so called “left nationalism” - 
“ulusalcılık”. [10] Interpretation of Sultan-Galiyev 
ideas played key role in Lenin’s testament, fresh 
Khrushchev strategy of communist block in Mid- 
dle East and fatal strategy of Brzezinski within 
Carters administration. [11] Terms “ulusalcılık” 
and actual nationalism “milliyetçilik” have close 
meaning and equal english translation. Later Il- 
han’s movement expanded over cooperation with 
RUTAM and Dugin’s eurasianist movement into 
eurasianist youth wing TGB and into political par- 
ties. 


For 50 years Doğu Perinçek was maoist terror- 
ist leader and faced multiple terms in prison. In 
1973 Perinçek was the only civil person in process, 
where 42 turkish officers were convicted for trea- 


son. They were dubbed “Peringek’s officers’. Over 
next years Perinçek continued propagandist activ- 
ities, which culminated in 2012, when dozen of 
former military generals and colonels joined his 
yet another “workers party” (tr. isi Partisi). Until 
2014 party was joined by 15 former military gen- 
erals and 81 colonel. Among members were two 
former military intelligence heads and former gen- 
darmerie intelligence head. 


Former turkish police counterterririst officer Ah- 
met S. Yayla states, that goal of Peringek’s party, 
which never took more than 0.3% of votes, was 
rather ideological solidarity, than electoral goal. 
This transition of high rank officers happened de- 
spite 8000 turkish officers, who lost their lives in 
war with marxists/maoists. [12] 


Before 2014 Perinçek and eurasianist youth TGB 
publicly opposed Erdogan. Starting from 2014 
Doğu Perinçek publicly supported Erdogan. Per- 
incek’s “workers party’ changed name to “patri- 
otic party” - “Vatan Partisi”, and analysts switched 
to call Perinçek “nationalist”. In 2016 “failed 
coup” events key executive role was played by pro- 
eurasianist special forces commander. In 2019 
Perinçek youth “Öncü Gençlik” and Erdogan youth 
“Osmanlı Ocakları” were combined. 


Starting from 2016 Erdogan, allied with Perinçek, 
forced rotation of not only military and secu- 
rity cadres, but also academy. Rotation of aca- 
demic cadres in Turkey is especially interesting 
in connection with forced popularization of Mir- 
said Sultan-Galiyev by ukrainian citizen Gulnara 
Bekirova in textbook for crimean tatars in 2020. 
Textbook was approved by key ukrainian person- 
alities Mustafa Dzhemilyov and Refat Chubarov. 
[13] 


Technically this lays down grounds for fu- 
ture Ukraine-Turkey confrontation. Figure of 
Sultan-Galiyev was fundamental in spreading of 
“national-communism” in Middle East and was 
definite in turkish eurasianists movement. 


Doğu Perinçek took membership in Dugin’s 
eurasianists movement along with ukrainian 


eurasianists Dmitriy Korchinskiy (poc. mutpuin 
Kopunuckni), head of “Bratstvo” (“brotherhood”) 
party, and Nataliya Vitrenko, head of “Progres- 
sive Socialist Party’, PSPU (poc. NICMY). In 2007 
Korchinskiy with his wife visited in Turkey son of 
Doğu Perinçek - Mehmet - and signed cooperation 
treaty. [10] 


Turkish case of Peringek is best illustration of 
eurasianist potential, carried in Ukraine by Ko- 
rchinskiy and his associates. 


Ukrainian Dugin’s partner Dmitriy Ko- 
rchinskiy 


Potential of cooperative play and common goals 
of turkish and ukrainian eurasianists may be ob- 
served starting from 2008 with actions against 
NATO navy. In Jule Korchinskiy blocked pass to 
NATO ships near Odessa with small boats. Start- 
ing from 2011 turkish TGB eurasianists began to 
put bags on NATO navy personnel heads. [10] 


In 2013 Turkey faced massive protests “against Er- 
doğan”, which as revealed by turkish counterter- 
rorists were led by TGB, turkish eurasianists youth 
movement, and involved iranians. In June turk- 
ish “left-wing ultras” captured bulldozer. Half year 
later trick with “bulldozer revolution” was replayed 
by Korchinskiy in Kyiv on Bankova street. 


Korchinskiy expressed devotion to promote “chris- 
tian fundamentalism”: in 2014 Korchinskiy called 
to declare war on Russia and to establish “chris- 
tian Taliban”. [14] 


In 2021 journal “Local History” (ykp. “lokanbHa 
ictopia’), which collects video evidences of still 
living ukrainians, which fought communists, pub- 
lished interview with Dmitry Korchinskiy. [15] 


During 2019 president elections in April Dmitry 
Korchinskiy, highlighted as Poroshenko sup- 
porter and “nationalist”, called under portrait 
of Poroshenko to “convince Poroshenko oppo- 
nents with clothing iron and bat <...> so they dont 
have to kill them later”. [16] In June of 2019 Ko- 
rchinskiy youth burned tires under Poroshenko 


residence [17] and were pictured by russian me- 
dia as “ukrainian nationalists’. [18] Nevertheless, 
it does not hinder present at 2021 members of 
Poroshenko party, like Volodymyr Omelyan or 
Yana Zinkevych, to support both of Korchinskiy 
couple. 


This is where we get closer to matter of this paper. 


Alexander  Noinets 


Lokhmatov 


and Andrey 


Major part of further observations will be made 
about cadres, originated from Mykolaiv. Prac- 
tically every referenced material is preserved as 
web archive. 


In 2016 Alexander Noinets became PR spe- 
cialist for Yuriy Biryukov, then adviser to 
Poroshenko, and member of Mykolaiv depart- 
ment of Poroshenko’s party - “BPP” at the time. 
Earlier Noinets established propaganda site “Petr 
i Mazepa” (PiM), modelled on russian eurasianist 
“Sputnik i Pogrom” (SiP) site, and performed as 
army volunteer. In 2018 PiM cooperated with 
state Ministry of information policy. In 2019 
former head of Ministry of information policy 
Dmitriy Zolotukhin became editor-in-chief of “Petr 
i Mazepa”. Former editors-in-chief of PiM - Anton 
Shvets and Victor Tregubov - along with Noinets 
constitute core of Noinets political party, orga- 
nized in 2018 under name of “Democratic Horde”, 
later renamed to “Democratic Axe”; short party 
name “D7” preserves original name reference 
(“‘Demhorde’). [19] 


Part of widely cirtulated information about 
Noinets prior to 2014 events is his PR work in 
Zaporizhzhia for criminal authority Evgeniy Anisi- 
mov, close to former member of parliament from 
“Party of Regions” Yuriy lvanyushchenko, and his 
even earlier membership in “Bratstvo” of Dmitriy 
Korchinskiy. [20] 


Andrey Lokhmatov was young prominent journal- 
ist from Mykolaiv, working before 2014 for one 
of local online news media “news.pn”. Lokhmatov 


played important role in local youth electoral pref- 
erences. In 2014 Lokhmatov co-organized human 
rights film festival “Docudays”. In 2016 Lokhma- 
tov was awarded “Prominent citizen” prize (poc. 
“TopoKaHNH rona”) in mass media category. 


Both Noinets and Lokhmatov maintain friendly 
relations. Detailed comparison of their political 
stances before and after 2014 was made, ob- 
serving themes, like “Party of Regions”, “Svoboda” 
party or ukrainian language. Analysis demon- 
strated completely opposite stances in 9 sampled 
topics and their literal rotation of political prefer- 
ences. [21] 


Analysis had curious consequences, entirely sup- 
pressed by Noinets critics. Number of Noinets 
facebook posts from 2012-2014 years were pre- 
served as web archives; one of such posts demon- 
strates popular russian fake, describing “buses 
[trains, details vary], loaded with western ukraini- 
ans, targeting eastern [southern] Ukraine”. This 
exact fake was coined by Noinets in January of 
2014 and is rarely spread by his critics. What's 
not shared is Lokhmatov actions on this topic. 
Lokhmatov as prominent journalist during 2014- 
2016 years actively accused local Mykolaiv offi- 
cials of fueling locals in 2014 using “troops of west- 
erners’ theme and made plenty of official and 
court requests keeping eye on process (with no 
eventual result). At the same time Lokhmatov 
could be seen in 2017 in company of Noinets, 
responsible for such fakes as “Party of Regions” 
PR specialist. Lokhmatov’s close collegue jour- 
nalist Tatiana Lokatskaya later joined Noinets 
“Demhorde” ranks. 


In 2019 ukrainian business news media “delo.ua” 
changed owner; new owner became Konstantin 
Parshin, known as land raider, associated with 
Gennady Korban and Igor Kolomoisky. Lokhma- 
tov became editor and later editor-in-chief of 
“delo.ua”. At the same time Igor Shchedrin, of- 
ficial chief of Noinets party, declared “war on 
Kolomoisky”, and Victor Tregubov, member of 
core of Noinets party, started author column on 
“delo.ua’”. 


While Facebook provided graph search capabili- 
ties, it was also shown that one of anonymous ac- 
counts connected to both “Democratic Axe” and 
Andrey Lokhmatov had curiously close connec- 
tion with political technologist Andrey Radionov, 
who in 2015 has moved to Russia. Account 
was deanonymized to be another Mykolaiv cit- 
izen, linked to real life pro-soviet propaganda 
activities and to another political technologist 
from Mykolaiv Alexander Ukhmanovskiy, support- 
ive of “Demhorde”. This information was rapidly 
marginalized in twitter by particular group, consid- 
ered Poroshenko supporters. [22] 


Lesser publicized information 


Noinets ardent antiukrainian position during wor 
for “Party of Regions’ is widely acknowledged. An 
other propaganda period of “temporary Noinets 
disguise as russian nationalist” was covered in 
2016 with defence of Noinets during work as “Petr 
i Mazepa” editor-in-chief as propaganda special 
operation by member of parliament Sergey Vysot 
sky and former deputy head of security service 
and later member of parliament Andrey Levus. [3] 





More subtle OSINT into Noinets activity reveals 
details much more questionable, than work on 
criminal authorities from “Party of Regions”. [3] 


One of earlier observers noted origin of Noinets 
avatar in livejournal. Noinets used avatar from 
“Berkem al atomi” project; project had manifest, 
which contained next chunk: “Herein | appeal to 
normal folks from Ukraine and other such places. 
Our common Fatherland - is greater, than Russia, 
and for such a big thing I call you to engage. Let's 
take my Tatarstan, for example. It’s not Russia, it’s 
Tatarstan. But Russia, and Tatarstan, and Ukraine 
- all are parts of our common Fatherland. Let ev- 
eryone to decide themselves how to call it, who 
really need it, but our business is to be prepared 
to defend it. Including against that enemy, who 
live in neighbour building or apartment. To make 
it clear: when things will become bad and it would 
be unavoidable to not only be active with avatar in 
internet, but to run with rifles, | will shoot without 


hesitation that tatar, which will start acting sim- 
ilar to that orange [Orange Revolution of 2004] 
faggotry in Ukraine”. [20] 


Around 2017 livejournal archive posts and com- 
ments from 2000 to 2015 years became available 
on separate platform “ljsear.ch”. Archives con- 
tained early activity of Noinets livejournal account 
‘johnteologist”, not covered by number of existing 
web archive snapshots. [3] 


Archives allowed reconstruction of Noinets con- 
versation under livejournal repost of article from 
russian state disinformation media RIA Novosti in 
2008. It was article by Ilya Kramnik, titled “De- 
layed civil war’. Article described authors deep 
concern about rise of ukrainian nationalism and is 
important in its forecast of “separation of eastern 
ukrainian oblasts and Crimea”. Noinets discus- 
sion of this article mentioned “plenty of ukraini- 
ans in Kharkiv [north-eastern Ukraine], dreaming 
about presidency of Dmitry Medvedev’ and sug- 
gested that “if in case of civil war Russia will step 
on ukrainian territory to defend interests of such 
Kharkiv citizens, it will act correctly as a country, 
interested in opinion of people and not in demo- 
cratic values”. In same thread Noinets threatened 
opponent with broken bones. [3] 


In another thread Noinets expresses admira- 
tion of colombian communist guerillas FARC and 
makes bet on “new state order, as recently hap- 
pened on Cuba’ in light of “recent events in South- 
ern America and russian intensification of activity 
in this question”. [3] 


Most important piece though was Noinets men- 
tion of his work for “Rus” party. [3] 


Regular web archive snapshots of Noinets livejour- 
nal preserve series of posts from 2011, which de- 
scribe Noinets efforts to establish collective un- 
der technical name “Guards”. Project was im- 
mediately implemented in vkontakte social net- 
work and preserved interesting conversation with 
Noinets flattering comments on Victor Medved- 
chuk “Slav Guards” from Zaporizhzhia. [3] 


Part of information concerning “Slav Guards” was 


delivered individually before publication in De- 
cember of 2019 to number of ukrainian social net- 
work opinion makers; some responded that they 
were aware of issue. In December of 2020 infor- 
mation on RIA Novosti article, FARC and Noinets 
work for “Rus” party was delivered individually 
to number of politicians, journalists and bloggers 
with no adequate feedback. Over past years pub- 
lic discussion of this information does not exist 
nor in pro-Poroshenko, nor in anti-Poroshenko 
camps. 


Information can yet be ultimately rarely tracked 
on social networks, curious as such because of its 
weight for anti-Poroshenko propagandists, which 
rapidly loose interest in criticizing Noinets. Au- 
thor of this paper distributed such materials and 
testimonies in anti-Poroshenko camp with curi- 
ously limited result. 


Information on “Rus” party and on “Slav Guards” 
will be discussed in depth further. 


What was Rus party? 


In 2004 in Kyiv on highest level was organized 
“Russian Club”, opened by heads of ukrainian and 
russian president administrations Victor Medved- 
chuk and Dmitriy Medvedev. Executive director 
was Maxim Kurochkin. [3] 


In June 2005 leader of PSPU Nataliya Vitrenko 
and leader of “Bratstvo” Dmitriy Korchinskiy 
gave conference, where invited Medvedchuk to 
join alliance against opposition leader Victor 
Yushchenko. At the same time “Rus” party under 
leader Ivan Simonenko formed alliance with “Rus- 
sian bloc”. In December “Rus” formed alliance with 
PSPU of Nataliya Vitrenko, but left it half year later 
on the question of “necessity for NATO referen- 
dum in nearest time possible to block euroatlanti- 
cist plans of orange [opposition] country leader- 
ship”. 

In 2006 Kurochkin described “membership of lot 
of his friends in Rus party” and their sponsorship 


of PSPU over alliance with “Rus” party and was 
shot dead in March of 2007. 


In 2008 Noinets left next comment. “I worked ex- 
actly with such people in’Rus” party. Their leader 
had 5 prison terms, convicted for rough crimes, 
starting with hooliganism, then grievous bodily 
harm, then banditism. So, from all the people, 
with whom | worked in sphere of politics, he left 
most pleasant impression. It was pleasure to work 
with him, because unlike other politicians he was 
always honest with inner circle, and | never no- 
ticed notion of inner circle with rest of politicians”. 


In 2009 PSPU of Vitrenko informed that “Rus party 
was hijacked” and leadership went from Ivan Si- 
monenko to Denis Shevchuk, which was attacked 
by Ivan Simonenko as “ukrainian nationalist”. In 
2005 Shevchuk indeed was present in Kharkiv on 
opening by OUN (Organization of Ukrainian Na- 
tionalists) of monument to UPA warriors. On next 
party congress in 2009 Denis Shevchuk called to 
“remember, that problem is not that Rus nowa- 
days exists in form of three states. In fact it is 
not a problem. Problem is that we, russians, not 
by name but by essence, don’t recognize ourselves 
united people, with united culture and united lan- 
guage”. 


Next statement from Shevchuk involved play be- 
tween “pycckuñ” and “poccuiickun” both of which 
translate to english as “russian” For clarity, 
“pycckun’ will be translated as “rus”. “Rus party is 
not prorussian party. Rus party doesn't fight here 
for interests of Russia. <...> Rus party is party of 
those, who in the first place identify themselves 
as rus, and those, who have russian native lan- 
guage, and also those, who consider russian cul- 
ture their native culture. <...> We dont have allies 
among ukrainian politicians. <...> | don’t see any 
reason in NATO existence since collapse of USSR 
and soviet military bloc, and moreover don’t see 
any reason for our country to join this alliance. | 
don't believe that in case of necessity americans 
or germans will spill blood for us. | just don’t be- 
lieve! That's why all talks about Ukraine joining 
NATO are unsubstantial”. 





Earlier that year, before split of leadership, 
Shevchuk defined party program. “We don't be- 


ieve, that only elective democracy is capable of 
real empowering of people, but we know, that 
in our future country not authorities, but human 
himself will decide own life and destiny, because 
his own liberty will not be resolved by bureaucrats! 
<...> We have to conquere true effective indepen- 
dence for our country, which was passed by exist- 
ing regiment to foreign investors and patrons! <...> 
We have to create new man, new people, and even 
probably new basis for all humanity! <...> Ukrain- 
hood and russianhood should become crucial, full- 
fledged components in foundation of statehood 
of our future state. <...> Any ideology, separating 
people, is unacceptable for us”. 











Characteristic article from information organ of 
“Rus” under Denis Shevchuk states, that “present 
political division on parties is arbitrary. Ukrainian 
right wing manifests left slogans, democrats are 
nationalists, and communists run with portraits of 
Lenin-Stalin with no single chance to build com- 
munism. We dont have’our’” parties. <...> Ruska 
pravda supports every political power, which 
stand on antiwestern position and for alliance 
with Russia”. 


In series or 2010 program articles Shevchuk de- 
scribes drift to european project. “Only possible 
productive alternative to existent state of things 
or projects like USSR-2 is eastern slavonic civi- 
lization project, which stands on civilization tra- 
dition of kyivan version of eastern slavonic civi- 
lization - Kyiv consensus”. “In 90th years of past 
century our peoples were forced into economy 
and social policies, political structure and politi- 
cal mechanism, which are alien to our history and 
civilization experience. Pseudodemocracy plays 
main role in barbarization and civilization degra- 
dation of whole eastern slavonic civilization. This 
very pseudodemocracy formed political and social 
structure, which excludes development. This very 
pseudodemocracy has led pseudoelites to power, 
so called Maradeurs Ltd.” 


In 2013 Shevchuk explained formula for this tran- 
sition: “Ukraine = Rus + Horde. Rus = Ukraine - 
Horde. <...> Question is about return to roots, <...> 


so Rus <...> defeats horde-postsoviet system’. 


Following events should be examined in connec- 
tion to key dates of Euromaidan: beatings of stu- 
dents on night from 29 to 30 November 2013 and 
round table of “four presidents” (“round table of 
Leonid Kravchuk’), which was visited on 13 Decem- 
ber 2013 by fled president Yanukovich. 


Denis Shevchuk, as claimed by student maidan 
leaders, proposed technical sound support and re- 
moved sound systems near time of student beat- 
ings; none of numerous politicians from student 
maidan leadership was present during beatings 
night. 


After that Shevchuk appeared to be representa- 
tive of maidan on emergency meating of presi- 
dent with opposition. Opposition leaders were: 
Arseniy Yatsenyuk, Vitaliy Klichko, leader of “Svo- 
boda” party Oleg Tyagnibok, leader of communist 
party Petr Simonenko and leader of “Rus” party 
Denis Shevchuk. TV channels didn’t recieve invi- 
tation to conference of president with opposition 
in time. “Opposition leaders’ speeches transmis- 
sion was suppressed with noise. 


Day before student beatings Wikipedia was edited 
to provide reference to new “Rus” party program, 
which contained next clauses: “Return of histor- 
ical name of Ukraine - Rus-Ukraine, or Ruthenia 
in english. <...> Join political and military bloc 
NATO, as only guarantee in modern world to pro- 
vide security and territorial integrity of state. <...> 
In distant future formation of confederative union 
with those states of Eastern and Northern Europe, 
which due to historical tradition share values, pro- 
claimed by Rus party, and of future constitution 
of state Rus-Ukraine’. 


This idea of union is what is called “Intermarium’, 
“Austrveg” and so on, details vary and don’t mat- 
ter. Project is consistently advertised by Korchin- 
skiy, National Corps and associated circles. Best 
illustration of this fluid program is made in inter- 
view from 2018 with Dugin associate Olena Se- 
menyaka from National Corps: “I recall when Mar- 
iusz Patey, director of Roman Rybarski Institute 





and constant member of conferences of Intermar- 
ium Support Group, after listening to report by 
Jerzy Targalski about directly opposite messages, 
made by Dugin during conferences in Moldova 
and Romania (’we are for free Moldova without 
great-romanian chauvinism, we are for Great Ro- 
mania with 





oldova as its part“), following one 
another. Joke was about our duty to follow ex- 
ample of Dugin’s’geopolitics of many faces’, hang- 
ing noodles on the ears of western european and 
american audiences, that Intermarium is foothold 
for West against Russia, to russian audience - for 
collapse of European Union, to Lituania - that it 
is Great Duchy of Lithuania, to Germany - that it’s 
about good old Mitteleuropa, to Poland - that it 
is great Miedzymorze, opposed to Russia and Ger- 
many, and so on, an so forth”. 





In April of 2014 Shevchuk claimed “NATO is op- 
portunity we dont have right to miss’. Later 
Shevchuk changed name from “Denis Shevchuk” 
to “Rulav Odd” (or “Rulav Oddr’, which obvi- 
ously refers to “odd russian love”). Before rus- 
sian military intervention, “Rus” party had hun- 
dreds of departments in all regions; some regional 
heads became terrorist leaders, like Elena Babin- 
ina (“Gyurza”). Former “Rus” party leader Ivan Si- 
monenko was present in 2013 at Rossotrudnich- 
estvo russian federal agency center in Kyiv as 
leader of “Eurasian initiative’. 





During 2014-2016 years and later Noinets and as- 
sociates collaborated with “russian nationalists”, 
one of which was FSB defector Ilya Bogdanov. Be- 
ingin Ukraine, Bogdanov promoted “Intermarium’, 
“Ruthenia”, “Austrveg” and so on; Bogdanovs pro- 
paganda interview was shared by Denis Shevchuk. 


Shevchuk present instagram is filled with “FRR” 
tag, which means “Federative Republic of Ruthe- 
nia’. Under this project in 2016 former Geor- 
gia president Mikheil Saakashvili gave conference 
in Poland with calls to establish “confederation 
Rus-Ruthenia with capital in Kyiv. By doing 
so Saakashvili challenged Putin, Lukashenko and 
Poroshenko”. Saakashvili message “State in smart- 
phone or how Ukraine may outrun whole world” 


was explained by political technologist Sergey Gai- 
day. 


FRR proclaimed goals of “economic doctrine Aus- 
trveg, cardinal reduce of state machinery, regu- 
lation of church question and english language”. 
Particular details vary and again dont matter. 
At the same time movement expanded proposed 
flags from characteristic turned upside down 
ukrainian flag to scandinavian-alike cross. 


n 2015 interview with present member of 
Poroshenko party “Eurosolidarity’ journalist Vic- 
toria Syumar on question of appearance of Denis 
Shevchuk during Euromaidan she commented, 
that “she was shocked when she searched for 
Denis Shevchuk past”. Victoria has time and op- 
portunity to study Noinets and “Democratic Axe” 
past to not repeat same error twice. 





In 2020 Denis Shevchuk wife Katerina posted 
photo on instagram with another student maidan 
leader - so called singer Ruslana Lyzhychko, by 
which latter literally pissed on memory of framed 
students, beaten in December of 2013. 


Slav Guards and Democratic Horde 


In series of August 2011 posts Noinets describes 
core concept of what is known now as “ukrainian 
first true grassroot political party’, organized in 
2018 and registered in 2019. Earlier archives also 
bring light to Noinets point of view on every as- 
pect of its present form, dealing with “liberalism”, 
and his true attitude to proclaimed values. [3] 


In August 2011 Noinets suddenly decides that 
something should be done and it should be “move- 
ment”. 


One post describes general direction of movement 
“against everything bad, for everything good” with 
motto “stop complaining”. “If some especially 
bright communists, for example, decide to take 
part in some problem, they should do it like peo- 
ple, but not like communists under communist 
banner. Not a communist party should become a 
reason to solve our problems. We ourselves, nor- 


mal simple people, will solve our normal, human 
problems”. 


Other post describes “main idealistic movement of 
XX century’, communism, with complaints about 
its collapse. 


In next post Noinets makes more substantial pro- 
posal: “horizontal structure of movement sug- 
gests its ideal placement in social networks. First, 
lets register page in Facebook as starting ground 
for movement. <...> Rinse, repeat”. 


Following post describes essence of movement. 
“Neopatriotic movement Guards. Program state- 
ment. That's what it is. As paramilitary man, think- 
ing of army, I recall word Guards. Guards is such 
an organization within army, which is in fact a mili- 
tary elite. Objective of Guards units, as Wikipedia 
tells us, is defence of state banner. Which means, 
in fact, defence of state on the whole. Guards 
should be organization to rise state elite. P.S. It’s 
not politics, it’s patriotism in its most primitive and 
egoistic form”. 


Same month Noinets registered such a project in 
vkontakte social network under name “Guards”. 
As was mentioned earlier, project preserved con- 
versation with Noinets compliments to Medved- 
chuk “Slav Guards”. Leader of “Slav Guards” 
Vladimir Rogov was exactly one, who in 2014 
coined fake about ukrainian schoolchildren 
tought to kill bullfinches, “because they symbolize 
Russia”. 


This part of information clearly show, that “Demo- 
cratic Horde” (or “Democratic Axe”) as Noinets ma- 
jor project didn't get birth after 2014 as result of 
any kind of political reassessment, but it simply 
never changed from period of his cooperation with 
Korchinskiy and Medvedchuk projects. 


Owner of “news.pn” mykolaiv news media Artem 
Dyblenko, who emloyed Andrey Lokhmatov and 
Tatiana Lokatskaya, was co-founder of “Center 
of analytical research” with mykolaiv leader of 
Medvedchuk “Ukrainian Choice”. [21] 


“Demhorde” cannot be analyzed without these 


roots in compliments to FARC and connections 
to Dugin and Medvedchuk projects. Yet it’s con- 
sistently approached by all kinds of “patriots”, 
“nationalists”, “pro-western’, “pro-european” and 
“pro-NATO” politicians and indicate support by 


West itself. 


Nationalists, shaped by Korchinskiy associates, 
demonstrate libertine flexibility, teaming with 
Noinets, whose earlier employment served as im- 
portant target of criticism to Poroshenko. Noinets 
“Democratic Horde” numerous times cooperated 
with National Corps and had earlier signed coop- 
eration treaty with “Tradition and Order’. One 
of “Democratic Horde” leaders Anton Kolumbet 
was member of board of veteran organization RVU 
(ykp. Pyx BeTepaHiB YKpaiHn). Special forces gen- 
eral Serhii Kryvonos also enjoyed promotion by 
“Demhorde”. 


What does West knows about it? 


During 2012 Wilson Center organized discussion, 
dedicated to former CIA counterintelligence chief 
James Angleton. Discussion was attended by of- 
ficial historians of USA and Great Britain intelli- 
gence services. As result almost every speaker 
condemned Angleton influence. Along with Angle- 
ton was condemned KGB defector Anatoly Golit- 
syn. Besides other questions, historians con- 
demned “fake about forged sino-soviet split” and 
noticed “it’s harmful influence on intelligence”. 
That question directly expands to question of 
“censure of strategic disinformation”. [23] 


This situation has reflection in Ukraine. Be- 
fore 2019 ukrainian infosphere was mostly sterile 
about Anatoly Golitsyn, except for few minor dis- 
information efforts. Golitsyn is known as defec- 
tor, which predicted restructure of Soviet Union, 
known as perestroika, and, for example, exact di- 
rections, which this process took in Poland. For 
this reason in 2007 Golitsyn’s work “New Lies 
for Old” was ordered to be translated and dis- 
tributed in polish language by then head of mil- 
itary counterintelligence Antoni Macierewicz. In 
2020 ukrainian “media guru” and former head 
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of information policy department of National 
Academy of State Administration Georgiy Pochep- 
tsov dedicated article in his new book to Golitsyn 
“disinformation”, which he explained as caused by 
“lot of disappeared Soviet Union gold, you know, 
it had to be used somewhere”. Besides, one of 
earlier Pocheptsov books foreword was written by 
Korchinsky. 


Question of “war on fakes” and “strategic disinfor- 
mation” had continued with 2020 Lviv Security Fo- 
rum, where Dmitry Zolotukhin declared necessity 
of “criminal prosecution of disinformation’, which 
is “intelligence operations”. Zolotukhin, which ex- 
pressed necessity for “strategic censure”, worked 
as head of Ministry of information policy and 
then moved as editor-in-chief to Noinets project 
“Petr i Mazepa”, earlier mocked web snapshots of 
Noinets posts, pretending they are “fake screen- 
shots”. 


“Democratic Axe” already established foreign 
chapters, like “Demokratyczna Ciupaga” in War- 
saw or “Demokratischer Morgenstern” in Berlin. 
“Democratic Axe” may be also already found in 
“Washington Post”, “Wall Street Journal” and other 
western major media sources. Subject, discussed 
herein, overcomes national boundaries, and dis- 
cussion, proposed here, may grow curious conse- 
quences. 


It does not matter also how many Poroshenko 
supporters speak against “Demhorde’, as liter- 
ally all of Poroshenko surrounding already waved 
support to “Demhorde”. There were series of 
“heated internal disputes” between Poroshenko 
supporters and “Demhorde’, which were staged, 
ending with warm greetings to “Demhorde” by 
Poroshenko’s party “European Solidarity” public 
faces, like Sofiya Fedyna or Oleksandr Pohre- 
byskyi. In 2020 number of “European Solidarity” 
officials signed alliances with “Demhorde” during 
local elections - in Odessa, Zaporizhzhia and other 
administrative centers; in Sumy it was signed by 
Rostyslav Pavlenko, member of parliament from 
Poroshenko’s party and former (2018-2019) di- 
rector of National Institute for Strategic Studies 





(ykp. HICA). [24] During period of russian mil- 
itary maneuvers near ukrainian border in spring 
of 2021 former chief of staff and commanding of- 
ficer of armed forces of Ukraine general Viktor 
Muzhenko published appeal for unity on “Petr i 
Mazepa” site. [25] In 2020 “Demhorde” party 
congress was attended by one of “Eurosolidarity” 
leaders Iryna Gerashchenko. [26] Other atten- 
dant was Volodymyr Omelyan, who later joined 
Poroshenko’s party ranks and continuously sup- 
ports both “Demhorde’” and Korchinskiy couple. 


Rehabilitation of “Demhorde’” cadres goes continu- 
ously against every reason starting from 2014 and 
never was subject of criticism, not even attention 
by West; on the contrary, opposite may be demon- 
strated with conscious assistance. 





While it’s everyone’s own personal local problem 
for siding with Korchinskiy and Noinets, it’s differ- 
ent question on international scale. Every single 
public person, maintaining that Dugin’s eurasian- 
ists are nationalists, takes part in communist dis- 
information. It is best illustrated with “Radio 
Lemberg”, which actively reanimates and spreads 
Noinets and his group. 


Prospects 


Replacement of theme of purging of communism 
from Ukraine-Russia clash with nationalist forces 
clash provides basis to legalize another commu- 
nist elite. Rotation of communist elites in Ukraine 
will prove faked dissolution of communist block, 
known as perestroika. While it is absolutely un- 
obvious in short perspective, preservation of suc- 
ceeding line of communist elites will reflect in con- 
sequences, best illustrated with turkish Peringek- 
Ocalan pair. 


Wide propagation of medievalist analysis of com- 
munism by all sorts of western/eurasian propa- 
gandists is wrong at the core and only suggests 
possibility of another war. 


Consistent USA support of communist China and 
distinctive conference from 2012, organized by 
Wilson Center, suggests continuation of support 
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of communist China by USA and possible rein- 
forcement of american strategy by new measures 
to fight “strategical disinformation”. 


There is high chance of Erdoğan leaving NATO dur- 
ing Biden cadence. If so, it will stress NATO and 
suggest realignment of Eastern Europe countries. 
In case of continued ukrainian support of Dugin’s 
eurasianists, precisely in this case Korchinsky and 
Noinets, there will be chance of staged confronta- 
tion of Ukraine with Turkey, as they are perfectly 
matched by their turkish Peringek/TGB counter- 
parts.
